CONDITIONS UNDER WHICH CITRANGES ARE DISTRIBUTED IN WARM 
REGIONS BY THE UNITED STATES DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE. 


The Department has only a limited number of grafted citranges of 
named varieties for free distribution and these are sent only to those 
persons whose names are furnished by Senators or Representatives in 
Congress. All others who wish to test citranges must plant out and 
care for at least five seedling citranges (in colder regions seedlings of 
Citrus trifoliata) for each grafted citrange received. 

Seedling citranges resemble the parent variety very strongly in leaf 
characters and it is probable that the fruit also will be of the parental 
type. Still there is a chance of securing valuable new varieties in this 
way and the Department hopes to enlist the active interest and coope- 
ration of all who live in the Cotton Belt and in the Southwestern and 
Pacific Coast States, in the testing of these promising new types of 
hardy citrus fruits originated by the Department of Agriculture, and ir 
the breeding of choice sorts by selecting the best among seedlings. 
Those who are willing to plant seedling citranges under the terms giver 
on the inclosed application card will be given the preference in the dis- 
tribution of the many new varieties of citranges now being tested. 
- Such persons will be considered as cooperating with the Department in 
the citrus-breeding work and will be given the preference in the distri- 
bution of reports and circulars relating to these and other citrus fruits.
